1S93 and extended by the act of 1S04. 


Tliia latter legislation Is far stricter and 


more mandatory than the original, and 
contains the specific requirements tbat "no 
person, firm or corporation shall engage 
in or work at the business of plcmbing, 
either as a master or employing plumber, 
or as a journeyman plumber, unless such 
person's firm or corporation has received a 
license or certificate therefor." 


Furthermore, it is provided that "on or 


before tbe first day of September, 1S04, 
every master or employing plumber and 
every journeyman plumber, engaged in or 
working at the business of plumbing !n 
this commonwealth prior lo July 30,1893," 
and desiring to continue in such business 
or employment.shall register his namo and 
address at the ofilce of the board of health 
or of tbe inspector of buildings.

In Philadelphia thc differences aro 
greater, 29.52 per cent of the total;

belonging to that class. 


A Co-operative Movement. 


The Brotherhood cf Winters Island is 


an attempt to put into practical opera- 
tion some of the many nationalist plans 
of the present day. 
Some, of those in 


Oakland who were interested'in the na- 
tionalist movement formed an organiza-; 
tiou and leased Winters island, in the 
Sacramento river. 
Upon this island 


they undertook to establish a colony up- 
on purely nationalist principles, modi- 
fied in some degree in order to most tho . 
requirements of tho location and the j 
idea of the organizers. 
j 


The plan is to lease the island, with ] 


the privilege of purchase at the end of j 
a certain period at an agreed 'price. The j 
island is to be diked and tho low por- 
tion to be reclaimed, and it is then 
hoped that the brotherhood will dwell 
together thera in peaco and unity with- 
out strikes or railroads. 


Tbo plan was started 3, year ago and 


has been in operation since with success 
that has been varying, but which has, 
on the whole, been good. 


To each member is issued .one share 


of stock, and no member is allowed j 
moro than the ono share, so that no one j 
kian can obtain control -of the property, j 
If a man Las a wife, she may also hold j 
one share, but there can be no further j 
combination of stock in that'family. 


During the past year tho island was 


rented for pasturage for $750. 
There 


are 14 members at work on the island 
building a leveo to reclaim a portion of 
the low part. 
There is enough money 


on hand which, added to the amount re- 
ceived for pasturage, will bnild tho 
levee. When this is done, the island will 
b^ put under cultivation and the produce 
Bold to the San Francisco market. 


Tho members are extremely hopeful, 


and they claim that they have solved 
tho secret of all strikes and municipal 
tmhappineES.—Oakland_(CaL_) Letter.

shining and bright. Once a month is 
often, enough to apply blacking to a 
stovo, provided tha kitchen is kept clean. 
If something is spilled cu tho stove, it 
should be cleaned oft' at once and not 
allowed to burn in. A heavy flannel rag 
should be kept on hand for this pur- 
fose. In CESO ol' a very obstinate grease 
[pot a very little kerosene may bo used. 
Whore sirup or anything of a sugary 
nature is spilled it is probably tho best 
way to let it burn to a char ajjd then 
take it up. 


It is unavoidable that a little grease 


should fall on the stove in broiling un- 
less there is a regular broiling arrange- 
ment attached to tho stove. In such a 
caso the grease must bo wiped off tho 
instant the broiling ceases with a heavy 
flannel cloth kept for tho purpose, Och- 
envise ic will burn in and make an ugly 
and unseemly stain. 


In blacking tho stove at the monthly 


blacking remove the nickel •work. This 
is easily done, as it is merely screwed 
on. Black tha store thoroughly, damp- 
ening the blacking if convenient v>-ith a- 
little coft'eo rather than water. After 
anpjyiny the -wet blacking with one 
brush to a small portion oi' the stovo 
polish it off wich a dry brush, and after 
the whole stove has been polished in this 
w.iy rub ivnd polish it with a chamois 
kept for the purpose or a clean cottou 
cloth. 
This last process removes the 


dust of the blar.kiijg, 
No pate.ut black- 


ings which have been invented to do 
r.way with thu labor oi polishing can ba 
recommended as durable. They require 
to be continually rcuowed and do not 
take the phieu of the old fashioned 
blacking. 


After the stove has been fully black- 


ed and polished the nickel work shonld 
be cleaned bright with whiting and.put 
back in place. 
If tho stovu has ground 


polished odgL-s, as most of tho best stoves 
have, do not polish them with blacking, 
but clean them bright with sapolio.

dependent upon aucl directly resultttni 
from affnctior.s ol tho noso and throat. 
Tho earliest symptoms of beginning deaf- 
ness in many rases :s a ringing sound in 
Lho cars. 
Many persons describe it as a 


noise all through tho head rather than in 
the ear Hsi'lf. 
It is at llrst intermittent 


and occasional. The ringing may bo pres- 
ent for somo time, scarcely perceptible, 
when suddenly tho sound will change, be- 
coming much louder and tho notes jump- 
ing high tip in the Rcalc, where it will con- 
tinue to ring quite loudly for some min- 
utes and gradually dio away, to appear 
again somo time afterward. It may reap- 
pear in a fcvr hours, as tho trouble with tho 
cjir progresses.

Diphtheria, 2 to 7 days, oftcnestS; typhoid 
fever, 8 to 14 days, sometimes 23; inCuen- 
zn, 1 to -1 days, oftencst 3 to -lj; rjcasli's, 7 
to IS days, o/tcncst 14; mumps, 3 to n 
weeks, oftencst 3 weeks; rubcolu, 2 to 3 
weeks; scarlet fever, 1 to 7 days, ofteicst 
2 to 'i; smallpox, 9 to 15 days, oftcncsi; 12. 
Diphtheria was found to be inrectlvo dur- 
ing tbo period of incubation, attacks and 
convalescence; mumps and rubcola aro 
also infective for three or four days before 
the onset of the paroliditis and appearance 
of the rash; tho contagiousness of tho 
measles speedily disappears und does not 
continue in disinfected persons for over 
three weeks; typhoid fever is infectious 
from the tiioe of onset until two weeks 
after the fovor hns gone and convalescence 
sets in; tho contagiousness of scarlet fever 
varies greatly, but is generally continued 
a very long time, certainly until dcsqna- 
illation ceases aud sometimes as long as 
eight weeks.
